H E 
v alue of a building material is determined by its adapt­ 


ability , its durability and the fire protection it affords. 
Any 
architect or builder, not suffering from cementitis, will tell 
y ou that brick is the most plastic of building material. 
It 
furnishes a unit which lends itself to all the intricacies o*f con­ 
struction. 
Beauty of design, strength of building and conv en­ 
ience are all in turn serv ed by it and its limitations are set 
onlv by the capacity and imagination of the architect or 


engineer who uses it. 
To the arehi itect who is an artist in color a s well a s form, 


and who disdains the pot-boiler, the use of burnt clay material, is indis- 
ja? nsable. 
He knows the harmonies of color that tan be wrought with 
brick and terra-cotta. 
Indeed, I believ e that the demand for a building 
material of a nature that includes the possibilities of color is continually 
growing, and accounts in a large measure for the ev er-increasing use of 


brick. 
Enough is commonly known concerning the lasting qualities of brick 
to remov e that phase out of the realm of discussion. If the ancient temples 
along the Nile were to be torn down the brick with which they were built 
could be safely used agai^ for new buildings, despite the centuries since 


they were manufactured. 
As to fire protection, we again seem to he discussing the obv ious. 
One 
lias but to remember that brick is made perfect by fire, and has to pass 
through 1,000 to 1,8 00 degrees of heat before it is ready for the builder. 
In a conflagration, stone, cement and other building materials are melted 
and resolv ed back to sand and carbon, before the heat ex perienced bv 
brick in its original baptism of fire has been reached. 
Many a fire has 
been stopped by a good, stout brick w all when stone, steel and cement hav e 


failed. 
Mr. F. \Y. Fitzpatrick, consulting architect of the International So­ 
ciety of State and Municipal Building (Commissioners and Inspectors, in 
an article in McClure’s Magazine, say s: “ The av erage 


man who is at. all observ ant m ust hav e noticed that 
granite and marble and sandstone and limestone and 
steel and concrete spall, disintegrate and are greatly 
damaged by heat and fire. 
It is therefore more logical 
in building ex ternal walls to use in place of any of 
these a material that is not affected by fire. 
Brick 
that has gone through intense he at in its manufacture 
has best stood the test of flames and heat, so why not 


use it instead of the damageable material

A good deal of perplex ity is added to 
our world by the lack of correspondence j 
between the thermometer and the human 


body as indicators of weather conditions. 
The thermometer is a dev ice which in­ 
dicates one tiling and only one thing, and 


that is the relativ e amount of heat in the 
air. 
The thermometer is unaffected 
by 
either moisture or wind. 
It registers ex ­ 
actly the same in moist air and in drv air, j 
and also in still air and in air mov ing 
100 miles an hour— if the amount of heat j 


is the same. 
The human body , on the other hand, 
takes account not only of the amount of heat, but also of the moisture and 
the motion 
of the air. A wind of thirty or forty miles an hour will add 
to the body sev eral degrees of cold bey ond the temperature indicated by . 
the thermometer. 
Ten degrees below zero by the thermometer may he 
twenty degrees below’ to the human body if a ly gh wind is blowing. 
That j 
is, mov ing air which is ten degrees below zero may be as cold to the body 1 


as twenty degrees of still air. 
The thermometer is purely a heat indicator and is, hence, an imper-j 
feet reporter of weather conditions from the standpoint of the body .

Definite confirmation of the ru mor 
that “ Wild Bob” Bu rman, the world's 
speed king, will be seen at the wheel 
of a Cu tting car in the second annu a] 
5 00-mile 
International 
Sweepstakes 
race, has been receiv ed at the Indian­ 
apolis Motor Speedway in the form of 
an entry of the car and the nomina­ 
tion of Bu rm an as driv er. 
F or some 
time it has been u nderstood that the 


speed monarch wou ld pilot a Cu tting 
machine, bu t no definite entry had 
been made u ntil recently . 
Bu rm an is probably more in the 
pu blic 
ey e 
than 
any 
other 
racing 
driv er, becau se of his su ccession to 
the throne of speed king and his hold­ 
ing of the world’s straightaw ay rec­ 
ords made at Day tona, Florida. 
He 
has been a contender in most of the 
great motor ev ents in the past fou r 
or fiv e y ears and has alw ay s figu red 
more or less prominently . 
The entry of the Cu tting car, with 
Bu rm an named as driv er, m eans that 
he will dev ote the nex t two m onths of 
his time to preparing the car and test­ 
ing it ou t ov er the motor speedway 
cou rse. 
He probably will do v ery lit­ 
tle ex hibition driv ing or mile track 
racing in the meantime. 
H arry Goetz, who was the mechani­ 
cian for Ray Harrou n, w inner of the 
last 5 00-mile race in a Marmon car, 
has gone with Bu rman and is helping 
him in the bu ilding of his special rac­ 
ing car. 
Goetz is one of the most 
skilled mechanicians in the cou ntry 
and B u rm an looks to him to aid mate­ 
rially in the su ccess of his nex t ap­ 
pearance in a big race. 
The car which Bu rman will driv e is 
a 1912 special model, weighing 2,300 
pou nds, which is 300 pou nds abov e the 
minimu m weight allowed in the race. 
The motor has fou r cy linders with a 
bore of fiv e and sev en thirty -seconds 
Inches, and a piston stroke of sev en 
inches, giv ing a piston displacement 
of 5 97 .9 cu bic inches. 
It is believ ed 
that the motor will dev elop abou t one 
hu ndred horse-power, and it probably 
will be abou t the largest in the race. 
The m otor is specially bu ilt to come 
Ju st within the six hu ndred cu bic inch 
limit set u pon 
the contest 
by the 
Speedway management. 
The other entries to the race are 
two Stu tz cars, to be driv en by Gil 
Anderson and Len Zengle, with Billy 
Knipper as relief; two Nationals with 
Don Herr. Howard Wilcox and Charley 
Merz named as driv ers; tw’o Case cars 
with Harv ey H errick and Lou is Dis- 
brow nominated as iegu lar driv ers; 
two Mercedes cars with Ralph De 
Palm a and Spencer W ishart at the 
w heels; 
one Fiat to be driv en by 
Teddy Tetzlaff; a Simplex with Bert 
Dingley to driv e and a Lex ington to 
be piloted by H arry Knight. 
Ralph Mu lford has pu rchased a six - 
cy linder Knox which he will driv e in 
the race, althou gh his entry has not 
formally been made. 
This early field of starters is con­ 
sidered the cream of driv ing and rac­ 
ing talent of the cou ntry , and means 
that the former record of 7 4 .6 1 miles 
per hou r established for the 5 00 miles 
is certain to fall in the nex t Memorial 
Day contest. 
The early seat and hotel reserv a­ 
tions which hav e been made indicate 
that the crowd will be greater than 
that which witnessed last y e a r’s ev ent. 
The throng which witnessed the last 
5 00-mile race was the largest that ev er 
passed into any one enclosu re to at­ 
tend a sporting contest of any de­ 
scription.
